immense Fresh Water Sea Some 

Thousands of Years Ago. 

In glacial times Great Salt lake was 
a maguificent fresh water Inke the size 
of Lake Huron—thut is, about 18,000 
square miles—and had its outlet {foto 
the Port Neuf, the Snake and the Co- 
lumbja rivers. This was at least 10,000 
years ago, but since that time the ell- 
mate has become arid, and not enough 
water bas fallen over the Great busin 
to supply that lost by evaporation 
Consequently the lake has ceased to 
flow from its outlet and gradually dried 
up from over a thousand feet deep to 
fifteen feet and from 18,000 square 
miles in area to less than 1,700. 

It is now seventy miles long and 
about thirty wide, but !s beautiful 
still and is the home of «myriads of 
sea birds and other waterfowl, It 1s 
the great resort of the people of Utab, 
for from 3,000 to 5,000 visit its shores 
daily in the summer, and many bathe 
in its waters, The lake contains about 
7,000,000,000 tons of salt.

ing of his Directors and devise some 
means, either by public subscription 
or the issuing of shares whereby an 
amount of money may be raised suffi- 
cient to place the Fair on a move per- 
manent basis, In this district, which 
contains so many well-to-do farmers 
there ought to be no difficulty in rais- 
ing funds. In starting to work now 
for.another year's Fair money will be 
saved in planning now for the evec- 
tion of buildings next summer. Let 
eyeryone pull together for the success 
of Madoe Pair,

UNCLE SAM'S DOCTORS. 


Rank and Pay of Physicians In the 
Government Service. 
Uncle Sam employs more than 1,000 
physicians, 

These doctors are pretty evenly. dl- 
yided between the medical corps of the 
army, the medical corps of the navy, 
the marine hospital and the public 
bealth service. The complete army 
medical corps includes 444 medical of- 
ficers in addition to the medical re- 
serve corps, the hospital corps, 
nurse corps and the dental corps. The 
medical corps embraces “a surgeon 
general with the rank of brigadier gen- 
eral, 14 colonels, 105 majors and 800 
captains or first lieutenants, with the 
tank, pay and allowances of officers of 
corresponding grades in the cavalry 

| arm of the service,” 

The pay of doctors is interesting. 
The lowest rank held by medical of- 
ficers {s that of first HNeutenant. The 
medical lieutenant gets $2,000 per an- 
num, or $166.66 monthly. At the end 
of three years he is promoted to cap- 
tain and receives $2,400 a year. In two 
years he receives an increase of 10 per 

| cent, or five years’ service, making 
| $2,640, or $220 per month. After ten 
years’ service the pay would be $2,880, 
r $240 per month. 
to the rank of major is $3,000 per year, 
| which, with 10 per cent added for each 
| five years’ service, becomes $3,600 aft- 
| er ten years’ service, $3,900 after fif- 
| teen years’ service and $4,000 after 
| twenty years’ service. The monthly 

pay of lieutenant colonel, colonel and 
} brigadier general is $375, $416.66 and 
| $500 respectively. 

In addition to their salaries, officers 
are furnished with comfortable quar- 
ters and the keep of two horses free,

ROMANCE OF ARCHITECTURE. 


Origin of the Graceful Corinthian Style 
of Capital. 

In the winter a young girl bad died 
in Corinth. Some time afterward ber 
maid gathered togetber various trin- 
kets and playthings which the girl bad 
loved and brought them to the girl's 
grave. ‘There she placed them in a 
basket near the monument and put a 
Jarge square tile upon the basket to 
prevent the wind from overturning it. 
Jt bappened that under the basket was 
® root of an acanthus plant. When 
spring came the acanthus sprouted, 
but its shoots were not able to pierce 
the basket, and accordingly they grew 
around it, having the basket in their 
midst Such of the long leaves as 
grew up against the four protruding 
corners of the tile on the top of the 
busket curled round under these cor- 
ners and formed pretty volutes. 

Kallimachos, the sculptor, walking 
that way one day, saw this and im- 
mediately conceived the notion that the 
form of the basket with the plaque 
on top of it and surrounded by the 
leaves and stalks of acanthus would 
be a comely beading for columns in 
architecture, Ee from this idea formed 
the beautiful Corinthian style of capt- 
tal. Such, at least, is the Story as the 
architect Vitruvius told it 1,900 years 
ago.

The 
primary object of such a formidable 
—tega! instrument ts, of course, to detine 
clearly and exactly what (be mortga- 
gor wil! do. The individual or com- 
pahy in whose favor the mortgage is 
drawn, however, through his attorney 
secks to protect himself from every 
. Some of these 
possibilities that are sought to be 
guarded against appear to be absurd 
to the lay mind. 

Some years ago a boat line whose 
‘vessels plied on a certain river desir- 
ed to mortgage its property and {ssue 
bonds. One of the provisions of the 
Jegul instrument provided what should 
be done in the event of the river dry- 
ing up or becoming impossible to navi- 
gate. As the stream was a mighty 
flood of water at all seasons, the pos- 
sibility of this contingency arising 
seemed out of all reason, but the attor- 
neys for the mortgagee tnsisted upon 
its insertion. Nothing bas happened 
to the river as yet. 

The commonest weakness of a mort- 
gage and one that may escape the 
ordinary eye is not the use of the 
wrong word to express the desired 
meuning; but the use of not exactly 
the right one.

A PUZZLING PINE 


Peculiar Tree That Is Something of a 
Mystery to Botanists. 

Upper Californin is the bome of a 

tree that bas puzzled botanists. It is 
a pine which will grow only near the 
i seacoast. Its growth fs slow, and it 
ms does not attain to great size. 
] The strange thing about It {s that 
there are, to all appearances, insur 
mountable difficulties in the ry of 
the perpetuation of the species. Some 
apecimens of it exist In Kew gardens, 
in London, ‘They have been carefully 
examined by competent authorities, 
and all admit that the tree presents a 
problem unlike anything elsewhere 
met with. 

This pine produces at regular inter- 
vals the usual cones containing seeds; 
but, strange to say, the cones are sd 
thoroughly protected that the seeds 
cannot be released, ‘The cones are 
bard and tightly closed and have 
strong overlapping scales, 

More extraordinary still Is the fact 

that the pine, after producing its al- 
most invulnerable cones, keeps them 
banging on its branches year after 
year. Unless through some pecullar 
accident the seeds would appurently 
remain attacbed to the parent tree for- 
ever. Many of the cones on the trees 
in Kew gardens have been there for 
years, as js shown by the size of the 
branches and the formation of the 
bark, 
It has been found that the seed ves- 
sels which this tree so powerfully re- 
tain are so well protected that it re- 
quires a strong knife witb the assist- 
ance of a heavy hammer to cut the 
cone into sections. No ordinary con- 
ditions of temperature can make a 
cone open. 

The following is the only explana- 
tion yet offered tbat seems to have any 
degree of plausibility: The species 
may be perpetuated by fire. One who 
has studied the tree asserts that noth- 
ing but the intense beat of a forest 
fire could compel the cones to release 
their seeds, It has been found unt, 
under the influence of Intense heat 
they crack open and the seeds fall 
out uninjured. >

A Long Day In the Life of an English 
Lady In 1791. 

As for industrious idleness, which Is 
held to blame for the wrecking of our 
nervous systems, it was not unknown 
to an earlier generation. Mme. le 
Brun assures us tbat ip ber youth 
pleasure loving people would leave 
Brussels early In the morning, travel.

A paragraph in one of Horace Wa)l-

A Great Range of Volcances 
Heart of Africa. 

It is not very generally known that 
right in the beart of Africa at the 
southern end of Lake Albert Rdward 
js a great range of volcanoes They 
are elgbt ip number, and, though {ft is 
true tbat, unlike Rukenzor, they carry 
bo permanent snow, the highest peak 
is over 14,000 feet in height. These 
Volcanoes ure particularly interesting 
on account of thelr comparative new- 
ness. Ruoning through the middle of 
Afrieu there is a trench many bundred 
miles long, in whieb le the great lukes 
Albert, Albert Edward, Kivu and ‘an- 
ganyika.

LAWYERS IN GER 


They Cannot Advertice, and Their kee, 
Are Fixed by Law. 

The German law fixes the exgct fees 
which a German attorney bas to claim 
for all kinds of professional work, and 
the rechtsanwalt can charge neither 
more nor less. 

These fees apply to all matvers of 
the civil code and of criminal cases, 
The amount, according to the Green 
Bag, depends exclusively on the value 
of the object of contention, 

It ts an old though still unfulfilled” 
wish of German luwyers to have a 
new fixed list of fees, not made after 
the old und low standard of the year 
1879, but made with consideration to 
the changes—the numerous decided 
changes—which have taken place since | 
that year. 

The rechtsanwalt is attorney and 
counselor at law all in one (in England 
solicitor and barrister). ‘The recbtsan- 

Walt can never be a business man, as 
is tbe case in the United States. 

The exercise of the law Is not to be 
considered a calling of profession, but 
is to be looked on more as a public 
office.

Although it is always advisable to 
drive a pew borse, temporarily at least, 
witb the bit to which he bas been ac- 
customed, provided that be goes satis- 
-factorily in it, it is never safe to as- 
sume that it is the best possible one 
for him. ‘This assumption, which ts 
general, is responsible for much trou- 
‘ble that might be obviated, It is sur- 
prising to note how complete and rad- 
ical a change of bit may be made, not 
only with impunity, but with advan- 
tage, If only the cbange be in the right 
direction.—Outing Magazine.

GIRL JOCKEYS NEXT? 
English Horseman Prodicts That 
They Will Come ia Time, 


“The Racing Calendar contains 
the name of only one woman as a 
jockey, Mrs. Thornton, who in the 
August of 1904 rode her husband's 
horse Vinagrillo at York before a 
tremendous crowd,’’ writes a cor- 
respondent of the English Gentle- 
woman. ‘‘She appeared in a leo- 
pard colored silk racing jacket with 
blue sleeves and blue cap. It is 
said that $1,000,000 changed hands 
over the race. Mrs. Thornton was 
beaten, 

“On the Continent a couple of 
years ago a girl took out a license 
as a jockey, but as yet in England 
none of the sex, feminine has done 
60. It only requires some trainer 
to apprentice one or two girls and 
‘put them up’ for the professjon to 
be open to them. And why not? 

“Nine-tenths of the boys who go 
into racing stables know nothing 
about horses or riding. Light- 
tenths of them never learn to use 
their hands properly, six-tenths of 
them never become horsemen and 
end their days as stable lads rid- 
ing exercise work. 

“Girls have far better heads 
than boys, they think move and are 
more observant. They would be 
able to give a trainer a few more 
helpful accounts of how a horse has 
gone in a trial or a race and they 
would ride a lighter weigat. Gen- 
erally speaking, they would be gift- 
ed with so much better hands that 
strength would not be so much re- 
quired, for strong jockeys are often 
only necessary because boys with 
had hands have been riding in pri- 
vate the horse they are to. steer in 
a race in public.

the best in quality and sufficient in 
quantity to enable her to lay on 
flesh Here is where most dairy 
men inake their greatest mistake 
They do not consider that a dry

cow needs much feed since she has 
only herself to keep At no time 
duviug the lactation period will it 
pay better to feed a cow well than 
while she is dry. The fleah she 
gains while dry will cost for feed 
from six to ten cents per pound 
depending on the seagon. After 
freshening she will milk off this 
extra flesh in butter fat at from 
25 to 30 cents per pound, giving 
you a profit of from 300 to 500 per 
cent. on the cost of the extra feed 
it took to put this flesh on her. A 
mighty good investment, yet how 
fow dairymen feed the dry cow 
much above a maintenance ration 
unless “she herself gets it from 
good pasture. In view of this I say 
feed her very liberally after she is 
dry, Corn, oats and bran, equal 
parts, make a good feed and al! 
of these grains are available to 
nearly every dairyman. During 
the winter months a few pounds 
of such a mixture in addition to 
silage and clover hay, if you have 
both, will put a cow in fine con- 
dition. If she is on good grass a 
little of the above grain mixture 
will likewise help to put her in 
most excellent condition. Two 
weeks before freshening it might 
be wise to reduce the amount of 
corn meal and increage thé bran. 
Say what you will about the cost of 
bran, it is the safest feed to give a 
cow about to freshen. At this 
period attention is necessary every 
day. Watch the udder develop; see 
that the cow lacks nothing to make 
her comfortable and gain in 
strength so that she can make up

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manuring. As regards the suita- 
bility of the different kinds of plauts 
adapted for green manuring crops 
peas and beans answered very well 
but, according to experiments, aro 
inferior to clover. The use of mus- 
tard as a green manuring crop 
should be carefully avoided, as its 
effect is distinctly unfavorable, as 
proved by reliable experiments. 
Greef mauuring is destined to play 


a fine udder. In winter the feed- 
ing of a little oil meal is almost 
necessary a few days bef@ye fr 
ening. Begin with one-fourth 
pound per day and increase by one: 
fourth pound per day up to one or 
one and «a half pounds per day. 
Things will move along better by 
so doing, the after-birth will be 
expelled quickly, and the cow will 
regain her strength in a short time 
after. After calving milk little 
and often, one quart from each teat 
every two hours will keep the cow 
in better shape than milking her 
out completely in one operation. I 
cousider milking a cow clean im- 
mediately after calving a dangerous 
practice. It induces milk fever and 
other udder complications. Give her 
warm water for a day or so after 
calving, and a good bran mash as 
soon as she will take it. Continue 
this for a few days after. Take the 
calf away within two days  any- 
way. Watch the udder and begin 
increasing the feed very gradually 
if no bad symptoms appear. Don't 
be ina hurry to get her on fuil 
feed; take three weeks in which to 
do that. Feed a balanced ration. 
If you are in the race simply for 
produetion, make one-half her 
feed of grain; if for the most profit 


it has taken in recent years.”’

PLENTY OF COAL IN ENGLAND 


Great Hidden Field in Three Coun- 
ties Soon to he Worked. 


That the coal deposits of Eng- 
land will soon be worked out, and 
that with them will vanish the lest 
vestige of her commercial and 
manufacturing supremacy, is @ ra- 
ther general supposition. But a 
|statement made at the geological 
section of the British Association at 
Shefficld throws a new light on the_ 
domestic fuel supply of Great Bri- 
tain. There is said to be an enorm- 
ous undeveloped reserve of coal un- 
‘derlying oontiguous portions of 
Notts, Derbyshire and Yorkshire, 
and known as ‘The Concealed Coal- 
field’’ of these three counties. This 
great deposit has been touched at 
Thorne and Selby in the-West R 
ing, and at several other p a. 
It is said to be so rich that it may 
be bored anywhere, and guosses are 
being made that when it has been 
developed coal will fall to the price 
of sixty years ago, $2 a ton, Pro- 
fessor Kendall, of Leeds Univar- 
sity, declares this hitherto unwork- 
ed coalfield will be the support and 
hope of industrial England.

The Manufacture of Pins. 

In 1775 a prize was given to the 
eolonist of Carolina who produced the 
first native pins und needies, During 
the war of 1812, when, owing to re 
strictionus upon commerce, the price of 
pins rose to the enormous sum of $1 
per paper, the manufacture was actu- 
ally started in the United States, but 
does not seen) fo tave met with suc- 
cess, as the enterprise was soou aban- 
doned. ‘be industry was not fairly 
started in this country until the year 
1836. The early pins in this country, 
as in England, were made with globu- 
lar heads of fine twisted wire, made 
separately, and secured to the shank 
by compression from a falling block 
and die. These old pins had the mis- 
fortune of often parting with their 
heads. It was to overcome this diffi- 
culty that the attention of early in- 
ventors was directed. ‘he solid head- 
ed pin, in common use today, took the 
place of the old form about 1840.

TO MAKE WATER PURE. 


An Easy Method Which Should be 
Adopted in Eyery Household. 


_ Here is a simple method of steri- 
lizing drinking water. It entails 
little or no cost, nothing but the 
simplest apparatus, does away with 
the necessity of boiling the water, 
and gives water which is free of all 
! bacteria. This method 
should be adopted in every home 
in the country. If done it would | 
reduce typhoid fever cases 'to a 
minimum. 

_ Take a teaspoonful of pure chlor- 
ide of lime, smoothing off the sur- 
face of the spoon with some flat 
object, so that too much of the 
chemical is not used. Dissolve this 
in a tendatial of water, and add to 
this three more cupfuls of water. A 
teaspoonful of the resultant solution 
added to a two-gallon pail of water, 
and allowed to stand for ten min- 
utes, will give a proportion of .4 to 
-5 parts of free chlorine to a million 
parts of water, sufficient to purify 
the latter from: every trace of 
harmful bacteria. There is no taste 
or odor to this sterilized water, 
and the free chlorine, in itself 
harmless, soon disappears. 

This method has been perfected 
and thoroughly tested with very im? 
pure water by Doctors Nasmith and 
Graham of the Provincial Labora- 
tary at Toronto.

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HIS DAYS AND NIGHTS ARE HOR. 
ROR HAUNTED. 


He Nevor Shows Himself at the Win- 
dows of His Villa For Fear Ho Will 
Be Shot—Built a Wardrobe Which 
He Is Anxious to Sell, But Authori- 
ties Will Not Let Him—Salonicans 
Think He Has Made His Escape. 


According to the correspondent of 
a German publication there is prob- 
ably no more miserable a man under 
the sun than Abdul Hamid, the de 
posed Sultan of Turkey, who is now 
@ prisoner in Solonica — a prisoner 
whose one dread, day and night, is 
that he will be assassinated. 

Since the former despot of Turkey 
was sent into exile nearly 18 months 
ago he has never shown himself at 
any. of the windows of the Villa Alla- 
tint, He dare not, for he is convine- 
ed that he would be shot by one of 
his foes if he were seen. 

Neither advice nor entreaties . nor 
even medical orders will induce him 
to leave the house and take exercise 
in the garden. Wot only does he re- 
main stubbornly indoors but nothing 
will make him leave the first floor of 
the villa, He fears to trust himself 
on the ground floor lest bombs should 
be concealed in the cellar beneath. 
He will not go up to the second floor, 
for he thinks the villa might be set’on 
fire and he would perish beforo he 
‘could escape. 

A victim of insomnia, he never un- 
dresses, but his thin, bowed figure is 
seen wandering through the night 
/from. room to room until finally Ab- 
‘dul Hamid falls emhausted and @e:um- 
| bers fitfully on a couch. He works as 
‘a carpenter during the day and re- 
cently he finished making a large 
wardrobe. Strangely enough his one 
‘desire is to find a purchaser for it. 
It is not that he needs the money, 
but he longs to convince himself that 
the work of his hands is of monetary 
; value. He begs his warders for leave 
‘to send the wardrobe away from the 
villa to be sold, but his request is re- 
fused invariably. The Turkish Goy- 
ernment fears that within the wood- 
|work there may be concealed some 
message to his friends. 
| Abdul Hamid knows nothing of the 
outside world, Neither he nor the 
two wives and the servants who fol- 
lowed him into captivity are allowed 
(to read any newspaper. Once his keen 
desire to learn what was happening 
| led him to attempt to bribe one of his 
warders, to whom he offered $500 for 
the latest newspapers. 

Whenever an officer or a warder 
speaks to him the ex-Sultan tries to 
‘start a conversation, but orders are 


| Btringent. Only the most indefinite of 
answers must be given to any ques- 
tion. which Abdul Hamid may put. 
‘His first question is invariably: 
“What do people think and say about 
;me?”’ He has also inquired repeated- 
‘ly whether the monarchs of Europe 
jhave efpféssed opinions about him, 
and if so what they were. He clam- 
ors for details of the revolution which 
ended his reign. ) 
| Sometime; he sits hour after hour 
,deep in melancholy meditations. Re- 
cently when the officers on duty con- 
gratulated him on his birthday Abdul 
Hamid wept and said: “I was once a 
great Sultan, and therefore you can 
‘only mock me when you congratulate 
‘me in my humiliation.” 
| Abdul Hamid is intensely lonely. 
| Abdul Rachim, the only son, who fol- 
lowed him into captivity, has deserted 
him, declaring that his father was so 
;petulant and nervous that no one 
could endure life in his vicinity. Bur- 
hann ed Din, his favorite son, to 
| whom he desired to leave his crown, 
‘has repudiated his father, accusing 
| him of having caused the death of his 
| mother because Abdul Hamid refused 
; to summon a competent medical man 
to attend her in her illness. 

Curiously enough there is in certain 
‘foreign circles a theory that Abdul is 
|no longer a prisoner at Salonica. Au 
| English woman—a recent visitor in 
‘the town—says that everyone in Sa- 
| lonica is convinced that Abdul Hamid 
is no longer in the Villa Allatini. No- 
| body could offer any explanation re- 
garding his mysterious disappearance 
, until the English woman chanced up- 
;on a Macedonian patriot who pretend- 
| ed to know the true facts of the case.

Mark Twain’s Burlesque of Emer- 
son, Longfellow and Holmes. 


IT SHOCKED THE IMMORTALS. 


W. D. Howells’ Desoription of the Dis- 
mal Effect of the Humorist’s At- 


Literary Trio at the Boatdn Dinner. 


In his memorles of APs Twain in 
Darper’s W. D, Howells tells of the 
dinner in Boston when Mark 
with fatal effect, made game of Emer- 
son, Longfellow and Holmes: 

“Tle bolleved be bad been particu- 
larly fortunate in his notioi for the 
speech of that evening, and he bad 
worked It out In joyous self reliance. 
It wus the notion of three tramps, 
three dendbeats, visiting a California 
mining camp and imposing themselves 
upon tbe innocent miners as respee- 
tively Ralpb Waldo Emerson, Heury 
Wadsworth Longfellow and Oliver 
Wendell Holmes, ‘The humor of the 
conception must prosper or must faile 
according to the mood of the beurer, 
but Clemens felt sure of compelling 
this to sympathy, and he looked for- 
wurd to an unparalleled triumph. 
“But there were Uyvo things that he 
had not taken into account. One was 
the species of religious veneration in 
whieb these men were held by those 
nearest them. They wore men of ex- 
traordinary dignity, of the thing call- 
ed presence for want of some clearer 
word, so that no one could well ap- 
proach them in a personally light or 
trifing spirit. I do not suppose that 
anybody more truly valued them or 
more plously loved them than Clem- 
ens himself, but the Intoxication of bis 
fancy carried him beyond the bounds 
of that regard and emboldened him to 
the other thing which be bad not taken 
Into account—namely, the immense 
bazard of working his fancy out be- 
fore their faces and expecting them to 
enter into the delight of it. If neither 
Emerson nor Longfellow nor Holmes 
bad been there the scheme might pos- 
sibly have carried, but even this is 
doubtful. 

“I was tbe hapless president, fulfill- 
Ing the abborred function of calling 
people to thelr feet and making them 
speak. When I came to Clemens I: 
Introduced him with the cordial ad- 
miration I had for him as oue of my 
Greatest contributors and dearest 
friends. Here, | said, in sum, was a 
humorist who never left you banging 
your head for having enjoyed bis joke, 
and then the amazing mistake, the be- 
wildering blunder, the cruel catastro- 
phe was upon us. I believe that after 
the scope of the burlesque made itself 
clear there was no one there, including 
the burlesquer himself, who’ was not 
sinitten with a desolating dismay. 
There fell a silence, welghing many 
tons to the square Inch, which deep- 
ened from moment to moment and 


| was broken only by the bysterical and 


blood curdling laughter of a single 
guest, whose name shall not be hand- 
ed down to infamy. Nobody knew 
whether to look at the speaker or 
down at his plate. I chose my plate 
as the least affilction, and so 1 do not 
know how Clemens looked, except 
when I stole a glance at him aid saw 
him standing solftary amid bis ap- 
palled and appalling listeners, with bis 
joke dend on his hands. From g first 
Glance at the great three whdm bis 
jest bad made its theme, I was aware 
of Longfellow sitting upright and re- 
garding the humorist with an uir of 
pensive puzzle, of Holmes busily writ- 
ing on bis menu with a well feigned 
effect of preoccupation, and of Emer- 
son holding bis elbows and listening 
with a ‘sort of Jovian oblivion of this 
nether world {on that lapse of memory 
which saved him Jn those later years 
from so much bother, Clemens must 
have dragged his joke to the climax 
ond left it there, but canbot say 
this from any sense of the fact. Of 
what bappened afterward at the table 
where the immense, the wholly iuno- 
cent, the truly unimagined affront was 
offered, I have no longer the least re- 
membrance. I pext remember being 
in a room of the botel where Clemens 
was not to sleep, but to toss Ip despair 
and Charles Dudley Warner's saying 
jin the gloom, ‘Well, Mark!

How Eggs Are Hatohed In China. 

There is in China a curious method 
of hatching eggs. First the eggs are 
placed in tiers in a large basket, twice 
the size of an ordinary barrel, which is 
thickly lined with hay and carefully 
closed from the air by a Ught fitting 
cover of twisted straw. In three days’ 
time the eggs are taken out and re- 
placed in a different order, those at 
the surface being put In the lower tler. 
This is repented every third day for a 
fortnight, when the eggs are removed 
from the basket and placed on a shelf 
jn another room, being carefully cov- 
ered with bran. In a day or two the 
ebickens chip the shells and make 
their appearance into the world. ‘The 
success of this method is attributed to 
the fact that the animal heat of the 
ege. being retained by the basket, 
which is forined of material not con- 
ducting caloric, is sufficient to support 
animal life and develop it.—Detroif 
Free Press.
